section: 10

‘‘(c) ANNUAL REPORT.—Not later than 31 days after 11

the end of each fiscal year, the Secretary shall submit to 12

the Committee on Veterans’ Affairs of the Senate and the 13

Committee on Veterans’ Affairs of the House of Rep-14

resentatives a report on the health care services provided 15

under subsection (a) during such fiscal year, including the 16

number of newborn children who received such services 17

during such fiscal year.’’. 18
